1. In accordance with our several conversations and 
the reference memorandums, presented below are the names 
of the individuals on whom we wish to obtain additional 
so-called malpractice insurance coverage through your 
acilities. 


2 . Because of the somewhat unusual circumstances 
under which we ask our military detailee Doctors to prac- 
tice, there is a very good likelihood that the malpractice 
protection which they would normally enjoy through stan- 
dard commercial policies or their relationship with the 
military would not be applicable. For example, these 
Doctors are required to treat various types of civilians, 
some of whom have no direct employment relationship with 
the U.S. Government. Also they are required to practice 
in States or foreign countries where they may be unable 
or where it would be infeasible to obtain commercial 
protection.
